HE King's Holiday.—King Edward is enjoying 
his well-earned holiday at Marienbad. His Majesty 
lost no time in beginning the “cure,” and, under 
the superintendence of Dr. Ott, he has rigidly 
adhered to the simplest régime.

A 
greit quantit в which had accamulated from an 
escape rudd e oded with terrific force and with most 
disastrous results: ‘The windows were blown out from all 
paits of the house, the furniture was scattered in all direc- 
tions, the glass-ware, china, and ornaments were shattered, 
and the piace was set on fire. The Essex Road firemen 
extingnished the fire with difficulty, and the entire resi- 
dence and the contents were practically destroyed. 


Motor-Cycle Trial Runs.— The 1000 Miles 
Reliability Trials, held under the auspices of the Auto- 
cycle Club, attracted a good trade entry, and, like the 
motor-cay triakruns, the start was made from the Crystal 
Palace, ‘where special accommodation was made for the 
machines in the grounds. The first trial run of 108 miles 
was made to Canterbury and back, vid Maidstone and 
Sittingbourne. The motor cyclists experienced anything 
but a pleasant time, what with the storms and rough 
roads, but it was satisfactory to note that thirty-nine of 
the forty-three starters returned their cards ut the Crystal 
Palace. The second day was more favourable for the run 
to Brighton and back, vià Westerham Hill, Uckfield, and 
Lewes, a distance of 107 miles; but the Westerham Hill 
climb caused a lot of trouble, and very few negotiated the 
famous climb without dismounting and helping the wheel. 
However, over thirty riders reported. themselves at head- 
quarters in good time, 


Paris “Tube” Calamity.— Of the eighty-four 
victims of the fire on the Paris underground railway nearly 
all were identified, pathetic scenes being witnessed at the 
Morgue, where many of the bodies lay pending bürial. The 
funeral of those victims who were not [s ed'privately was 
an impressive ceremony. The coffins were arranged in 
rows before the square of the city barracks, each coffin 

bearing. a wrenth sent by the municipality. The square
